(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

1 . 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 

concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms, which are not clear, concise

and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
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first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification 
are: the repeated use of "respectively", i.e., "an entrance gate respectively an exit gate," page 3, 
lines 8 and 9; "extremely much stress," line 26; "has not to be milked," page 12, line 18; and, not 
exclusively, "under electric tension," page 13, line 10, are not full, clear, concise and exact 
terms. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 5,740,757 to Smeester. 

4. Smeester discloses an arrangement for managing a herd of animals comprising an animal 
identification system provided with a central unit 44 provided with a computer having a memory, 
col. 4, lines 34 - 54, the memory being adapted to contain per animal data in relation to the 
hierarchic order; hierarchic order determining means, in this case, the rancher, the means 
supplying the data determined to the memory; a method in which a number of automatic animal- 
related treatments are performed, col. 2, lines 15-24, the method comprising the step of 
determining the hierarchic order of an animal; the method characterized in that the performance 
of at least one of the automatic animal-related treatments is controlled at least on the basis of the 
determined hierarchic order of an animal.
